Peru, In., Feb. 3.—{Special. }—Father Fran- 
cle Gilbert Simon, a profesaser in St. Bede col- 
lege, and Charles Reuter, a Chicage boy who 
Was one of his students, gave up their lives 
today in an attempt to avert a fatal termina- 
tion to à students’ ska..ng party. 

Their sacrifice was in vain. Although be- 
tween them they saved at least seven boys 
from deaths when the ice upon which they 
were skating gave way, two others were 
swept down the Illinois river and drowned, It 
was in a last desperate effort to rescue one 
of these when he himself was numbed and 
exhausted that Father Simon lost his life. 

Had it not been for the self-sacrificing hero- 
ism of the priest and the Chicago boy who 
aided him while life lasted at least a dozen 
of the boys would have been drowned.

Ice Breaks Under Gay Group. 
About twenty of the boys were grouped and 


the photographer was waiting until ther gt 


less boisterous and settled for a picture, when 
suddenly with @ report the ice opened up 
under their feet. 

In an instant the doys were struggling in 
ten feet of water. The ict was thinner than 
they had thought and broke into fragments 
as the struggling boys grasped it. It all 
happened so quickly that the other boys 
who were skating about, did not realize what 


nad occurred until the screams of those in 


the water brought them scurrying to the 
hole. 

Father Simon wassome little distance away 
when the ice broke. As quickly as he could 
he reached the hele? throwing off cassock 
and coat as he ran. Then ordering the other 
boys to keep away from the cracked ice he 
plunged into the river. 

One by -one he carried five of the ‘hive to 
the edge of the ice and held them there until 
the others pulled them to safety. 


Chicago Boy Proves a Hero. 

In all there were twenty boys in the water. 
Reuter, who was a senior, was one of them, 
but he could swim. It would have been an 
easy matter for him to have dragged himself 
on to strong ice, but the priest called to him 
to help those who could not swim. 

Reuter obeyed. TWo of the boys who were 
saved owe their lives to hint When young 
Reuter had rescued the second boy his 
strength was exhausted, but he tried to swim 
out again for another, one of the two who 
were drowned, 

The effort was too great, however, and to- 
gether Reuter and the boy he would have 
saved sank. 


Priest’s Last Effort in Vain. 


While this tragedy was being enacted the, 
priest was in the water pulling boys to the 
edge of the ice and calling instructions to 
those who were pulling them to safety. When 
he had rescued five of the boys Father Simon 
clung for a moment to the ice. His strength 
was gone and his pupils beg&ed. him to save 
himself. But there was still one boy to save 
and the priest struck out again. He saw 
young Christie at the last gasp far from the 
edge of the icé, and, summoning the last of 
his strength, tried to reach him. 

At the last he failed. Numbed and exhaust- 
ed, he was forced to give up, and with a last 
glance toward the boy for whom he gave up 
hia life he sank. 

By this time other priests had arrived, and, 
while the brave priest and the Christie boy 
disappeared, with crosses raised high in the 
air, they administered absolution and read 
the services for the dying. 


Pray as Bodies Disappear. 

Arouhd them with bared heads stood the 
boys who had escaped and those who had 
been attracted to the scene. 

The bodies of those who were drowned 
were recovered tonight and were taken to 
the college. The bodies of the students were 
later on removed to an undertaking estab- 
lishment in Peru and telegrams sent to the 
parents apprising them of the sad fate of 
their sons. > 

Frank Christie, one of the boys who lost 
his life, was a son of Assistant Chief Christie 
of the St. Louis fire department. 

Father Simon went to St. Bede's college six 
months ago from St. Valentine's college,

Communication by Bridge and Tunnel 
to Make Access Easy. 


A new theater, such as will be unequaled in 
architectural beauty or clase of productions 
outside of New York, is to be erected by the 
Congress Hotels company in connection with 
the Auditorium Annex and Auditorium hotel.

Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 3.—[{Spectal. I— The 
coal situation probably will be saved by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt.

Some 
sort of arrangement has been made within 
twenty-four hours bet ween the operators and 
the president, and on that arrangement the 
new conference is based 

John Mitchell Is Hopeful. 

Mr. Mitchell declined to say to newspaper 
men tonight what had caused the change 
since yesterday, but he did say this: 

“ We are hoping for the best. The members 
of the national executive board of mine 
workers have reason to believe that there will 
be no strike. Personally, I would venture to 
make the prediction without qualification, 
but the national officers have been disap- 
pointed #0 often in conferences with the 
operators that perhaps I ought to hesitatein 
making a positive statement.

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Then with the mayor out of town every effort 
was made to hush the matter up until Tues- 
day, President W. A. Bartlett and other offi- 
cers of the league declining to make any 
statements whatever regarding it. 

But the news spread rapidly, particularly 
among the saloon people who professed to 
see in it a subtle threat that if they resisted 
the $1,000 license ordinance they would be 
compelled to close up on the most profitable 
day in the week. This the anti-saloon people 
denied, as a reflection upon their motives. 
The Rev. W. S. Plummer Bryan of the Cove- 
nant Presbyterian church declared that the 
move of the league had nothing at all to do 
with. the high license fight. 

Our movement is entirely independent 
and antecedent to the high license cam- 
palgn, said Dr. Bryan. It dates from our 
public meeting held on Dec. 11 and has 
nothing to do with this later issue, much as 
we sympathize with it.“ 


Have $2,000 for the Fight. 

Since that meeting the members have 
deen securing funds to carry. on the fight 
against the mayor. More than $2,000 has 
been obtained to be used in waging the war. 
Dr. Bryan is treasurer of the Sunday closing 
interests. 

Dr. Bartlett admitted that the mandamus 
proceedings were not à myth, but said he 
Had promised to say nothing until the papers 
are filed. 

The Rev. Johnston Myers, 2438 Michigan 
avenue, said the organization. behind the 
movement is a strong one, and declared that 
funds hed been raised to make the fight. 

“I am not a member of the organization,” 
he said, but I have learned considerable 
about it. The men at the head of it don't 
like to talk because they fear their motives 
will be misconstrued. They are sincere and 


‘want to see the law enforced. However, I 


don't believe in such a radical measure at this 
time. I think more could be done by friendlier 
means. Dr. Bartlett is pushing the matter 
and I am bure mandamus proceedings are 
to come eventually.” 


Shocked by Tour of Saloons. 


The final investigations which led to the 
institution of the proceedings were made 
last Sunday by twenty-five members of va- 
rious Chicago churches. These men, many 
of them settlement workers, made a tour of 
between 200 and 300 saloons to find out the 
exact conditions of such places during the 
Sabbath day. The report of their findings 
will be given by the Rev. W. A. Bartlett 
tonight at the First Congregational church. 

“The conditions which the investigators 
found are deplorable,” said the pastor last 
evening. In many cases the scene of 
drinking men and women in the saloons was 
Indescribably shocking. There were men 
drinking in almost every saloon in all parts 
of the city. In some instances half of the 
men present were drunk. In one instance 
the entire number of patrons was intoxi- 
cated. Some of the women were drunk, too. 
Many law abiding citizens have no concep- 


tion of the conditions which the investi- 


gators found in the saloons everywhere.“ 

When asked who was most responsible 
for the open Sunday saloon Dr. Bartlett 
named Mayor Dunne. 


Brewers Want to Be Defendants. 


It was learned from an unquestionable 
source last night that the brewery interests 
have retained oounsel and will attempt to 
get a hearing when the mandamus pro- 
ceedings are started. They will try to show 
that, according to the practice governing ob- 
solete statutes, the present Sunday clos- 
ing law has been repealed by the failure 
to enforce it for more than thirty years. It 
is regarded as doubtful, however, whether 
Corporation Counsel Lewis will consent to 
their associating with the city in answering 
the mandamus petition lest the city be placed 
in an equivocal position.

Twenty-five indictments charging crimes 
punishable by an aggregate maximum pen- 
alty of 288 years in the penitentiary and 
fines amounting to $9,000, were returned 

against John A. Linn, clerk of the Circuit 
court by the grand jury yesterday. - 

The charges are based on the system of 
graft. said to have been practiced by Linn 


during his eight years’ incumbency of the 


bezsiement as a public official, two charges 
of conspiracy, nine charges of ' larceny, 
twelve charges of forgery, and ene of with- 
holding public records from his successor in 
office. If found guilty, Lina, according to 
legal opinion, will face a term of 
fifteen years in the tiary, as prison 
terms are usually m to run concurrently. 

The true bills were returned in Judge 
Smith's court at 11780 a. m. Linn was with- 
out representation in court.” Moritz Rosen- 
thal, his attorney, was notified by Assistant 
State’s Attorney Frank Crowe by telephone. 
No capilas was made out. 


Appears and Gives Bonds. 


Mr. Linn, his son, Roger Linn, Attorney 
Rosenthal, and two representatives of the 
Metropolitan Surety company arrived at the 
Criminal Court bullding at 4 o’clock in a car- 
riage. Mr. Crowe met and conducted the 
party to the courtroom of Judge Barnes, 
where §25,000 bond was given. The bond was 
signed by John A. Linn, Walter Faraday, 
resident secretary of the surety company, 
and Louis L. Dent, resident vice president. 

The amount of the bond originally had been 
set at $50,000, but the state's attorney in a 
telephone conference with Mr. Rosenthal had 
informed him that $25,000 would be accepted. 

Mr. Linn’s face was drawn. 

“I do not care to discuss the action of the 
grand zury.“ he said in ans ver to a question. 

“ Will you remain clerk of the Circuit 
court 7" he was asked. | 

‘Certainly he will, responded Attorney 
Rosenthal promptly. Mr. Linn nodded a de- 
cisive assent. 

The number of indictments was no sur- 
prise to us, said Mr. Rosenthal. The agi- 
tation that has been going on over the 
charges against Mr. Linn led us to be ready 
for any action that might be taken. Mr. 
Linm will not leave Chicago. He will remain 
at his usual vocation. Indictménts are 
charges and nothing more.“ 

Mr. Linn again signiffed his assent to Mr. 
Rosenthal’s statements and in company with 
his son and the attorney left the building. 


Embezzlement Penalty Heavy. 


The indictment charging the offense en- 
tailing the heaviest penalty is one accusing 
Mr. Linn with embezzlement as a public of- 
cer of a large sum of money and warrants to 
the sum of $5,000. The penalty is imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary from one to fifteen 
years. 

An interesting accusation is contained in 
an indictment charging Linn with conspiracy 
with John M. Peterson and Gustay Broberg 
to hire and persuade Frank J. Chaiser to stay 
away from Illinois, so he could not be pro- 
duced as a witness before the grand jury. 
The penalty is a fine of $2,000 and imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary for not more than 
five years. 

Mr. Linn is charged in another indictment 
with an attempt to cheat and defraud Cook 


county out of $50,000 by conspiracy with 
Chaiser. The penalty is a fine of $2,000 and 
imprisonment in the penitentiary for not 
more than five years. 

Withholding records from his successor in 
office also is charged. The penalty is not less 
than one year, nor more than five years in the 


penitentiary. 

The penalty for forgery is from one to 
fourteen. years. For larceny the penalty is 
from one to ten years in the penitentiary.

for him,” said Mr. Olson. It Linn claims 
that Chaiser really committed larceny, we 
will be able to show that he received the 
stolen property.“ 

The fact that Linn was the only person 
indicted as the result of the charges appar- 
ently implicating Chaiser and others was 
explained by Assistant State’s Attorney 
Going, who drew the indictments, 6n the 
ground that it is not believed that Chaiser 
received any profits from the alleged wrong- 
doing. 

Chaiser hastened back from Indiana to 
testify before the grand jury, despite efforts 
which, it is charged against Linn, were made 
to keep him away. 

Peterson and Broberg were witnesses be- 
fore the grand jury. Broberg has been com- 
mended by the state’s attorney for honesty. 
Assistant State’s Attorney Going said that 
Broberg refused to go to Indiana for the pur- 
pose of offering Chaiser $100 to stay away 
from Illinois. 

Theft of $16,000 Alleged. 

Linn, during his incumbency as clerk of 
the Superior court, obtalmed $16,000 from the 
county by means of names of persons who 
never existed, according to the testimony of 
Chaiser, Peterson, Broberg, and Zeller. Ten 
counts are contained in the indictments 
charging embezzlement of money and war- 
rants, each of which says the same thing ina 
different manner. 

Specific instances are given where Linn, it 
is said, indorsed city warrants to pay for en- 
tering the city in cases and then pocketed 
the money. The indictment indicates that 
warrants were converted by Linn in these 


ins. ances: 
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The arbitrary amount of $4,555 is mentioned 
as having been paid in fees to the clerk’s 
-office and been wrongfully diverted by Linn 


to hisown use. Attorney Olson said the proof 
in this particular case accounted for a sum 
between 5100 and $200, but the large amount 


was fixed,to enable the state’s attorney to 
prove anything under that sum. 


Commissioner Linn a Witness. 


Lincoln Park Commissioner Linn, son of the 
accused man, was the last witness before the 
grand jury before the indictments were re- 
turned. The indictménts were drawn with 
great care, five days being occupied in finigh- 
ing them. 

It is expected that civil action will be 
brought in the Linn case in addition to the 
criminal proceedings. Suit probably will be 
. brought against the sureties on Linn's official 
bond. 

Linn filed a $10,000 bond with the secretary 
of state Dec. 5, 1808, with B. F. Clettenberg 
and Gustav L. Nelson as sureties. When he 
assumed his present duties as clerk of the Cir- 
cuit court Judge Axel Chytraus and Charlies 
Burmeister signed his bond for $10,000. Linn 
is estimated to. be worth $50,000. 

He has been long in politics. He was acrib 
tender for three years, and a policeman for 
an equal length of time. He spent one year 
as a bridge tender. For two years he was an 
alderman. Then he became a county commis- 
sioner, in which office he served four years, 
before being elected clerk of the Superior 
court. .

In listening 
to the evidence and testimony, however, we 
have had brought to our notice that the sa- 
loons have been kept open and liquor sold 
after 1 o’clock in direct violation of the 1 
o’clock closing ordinance, and we believe that 
the regular patrolmen can enforce the clos- 


urged to do so by their superior officers. We 
also think that they have been lax and have 
not used due diligence in this respect. 


Close at 1, but Open Too Soon. 


„We believe as much attention shbuld be 
paid to not permitting saloons to open be- 
fore the regulated time in the morning, 5 
a. m., as to insisting upon their closing at 
1 o’clock. Our criticism in regard to the 
closing hour is also true of saloons which 
permit women to congregate. The number 
of saloons so violating the laws is so large 
as to make it impracticable to incorporate 
their names and addresses in this report. 

“We have the assurance of the state’s 
attorney’s office, however, that under our 
direction he will tranemit te the mayor and 
police department a list of such violations 
and we recommend that the mayor revoke 
the licenses of such offenders, and that he 
insist, through the police department that 
all such violations in the future be properly 
reported by the eity patrolmen, and that an 
immediate punishment follow.”

PREDICTS NEW COLD WAVE 


WEATHER MAY BE NEAR ZERO TO- 
MORROW MORNING. 


Northwest Wind with Snow Flurries 
Expected by Government Forecaster 
Coxz—End of the Low Temperature 
Period Not in Sight—-Will Follow 
Disagreeable Day ef Gusty Gale 
That Swept Clouds of Dirt Across 
the City. 


Another cold wave is due to arrive in Chi- 
cago tonight. The temperature is expected 
to fall close to sero before tomorrow morn- 
ing. Maybe it will touch zero; no one knows. 
High northwest winds, of which the city has 
had touches, intermittently, for two days, 
are announced as part of the program. Their 
businese will be to distribute the indispensa- 
ble “snow flurries." 

The prospects last night were thet this 
latest announcement of a touch of an “ old 
fashioned winter has a good chance of as- 
suming reality. The previous cold wave 
got cut out by warm south winds, laden 
with rain, that took possession of the terri- 
tory and held on until the cold gave up in 
disgust and quit trying to get into the field. 


“Everything Looks Cold.“ 

Prof. Harry J. Cox, government weather 
forecaster, did not attempt to say how long 
the around zero weather wouldremain. The 
most he could say was that everything that 
he could see ahead looked cold. Hence, it 
was his belief that before the spell de- 
parts, there will be thick ice on the rivers and 
lakes around Chicago, and there will be an 
eabundance of skating in the city parks. 

The forecast contains no promise of any 
quantity of now. “ Flurries,” of course, 
have to garnish the wave,“ but the out- 


look is that they will not bring enough snow 


to give sieighing or disturb traffic in Chi- 
cago. 
Day of Unpleasant Weather. 


The maximum temperature yesferday was 
40 degrees, reached at 4 p. m., and the mini- 
mum, 14 degrees, was recorded at 6 o’clock in 
the morning. This, however, gives no inti- 
mation of the true nature of the days 
weather. 

Beginning before daylight, a southerly, 
shifting wind, of the gusty, helterskelter 
sort, raced across the city. It attained a 
maximum velocity of fifty-two miles an hour 
at 10:45 o'clock in the morning. As one pow- 
erful gust followed another, clouds of dust 
and fine particles picked up from the streets, 
walks, and yarde drove along. Pedestrians 
could not face the biting storm, but sought 


refuge in doorwaye or turned their backs 


and waited for the lull. 


Car Roof Carried Away. ‘ 
A south bound cable car on the North Clark 
street line was caught in a freak accident at 
1 p. m. The car, loaded with passengers, 
was at Walton place when an unusually vio- 
lent gust swooped down on it. The top of 
the car was lifted off neatly and completely 
and carried to the side of the street, landing 
near the Newberry library.

Operators Say Miners’ Strike Would

An advance of 25 cents a ton on soft coal was 
reported by some wholesalers yesterday.

Many 
manufacturers and railroads have been stor- 
ing coal.

JUDGE FREEMAN RESENTS G. E. 
COLE’S ORITICISM. 


Declares Bench Has No Authority te 
Investigate Accounts of County Off- 
cers——Chairman of Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation Committee Includes Board 
ef Co issioners in His Charges 
of Neglect of Duty—Lively Clash 
Enlivens Debate at‘City Club. 


Discussion of conditions in the county of- 
fees brought to light by the Linn investiga- 
tion led to a spirited tilt yesterday between 
two of the speakers at the City club. Georges 
E. Cole, chairman of the investigating com- 
mittee of the Citizens’ asseciation, declared 
that the existence of graft in the office of the 
Superior court clerk was due to the fact 
that the judges of the Superior bench had 
failed in their duty to make periodical in- 
nA ams a eae of the conduct of affairs in the 
office. 

Judge Henry V. Freeman denied that such 
power is delegated to the bench. 

The Citizens’ association,’’ Mr. Cole said, 
„has the conviction taat the judges of the 
Superior and other courts are partly to blame 
for the present state of affairs. 

‘Accuses Bench of Shirking. 

„ Some time ago we wrote to several of the 
judges quoting that section of the law which 
provides that judges, at least as often as 
once a year, shall make an investigation of 
the clerks’ offices. In each case the judges 
replied courteously, stating “that this was 
the duty of.the board of county commission- 
ere. Those judges had that authority, and 
if they had asserted it to the full these con- 
ditions would not have been possible. 

But if the judges are guilty of a negative 


failure to do their duty, there can be no argu- 


ment as to the county oommissioners. 4 
have signed statements from the judges 
themselves as to that. The county commis- 
sioners have shirked their duty in ev par- 
ticular. The blame can be put ves and it 
should be put there for all it’s worth.“

UNION MAY BUILD s 


CIGARMAKERS WOULD LOAN THE 
STRIKE FUND TO MEMBERS. 


Plans to Portion Out About 98600, 
000 to Workingmen So They May 
Build Comfortable Houses, They to 
‘Repay the Money with Interest in 
Time Payments—-Project, However, 
Must Be Submitted to a Referendum 
Vote—Officicla Indorse It. 


Hundreds of thousands of dollars saved by 

the cigarmakers’ unſon for strike purposes 
may be used instead to build comfortable 
homes for workingmen, if a plan now under 
consideration by the labor organization re- 
ceives a favorable vote from the 20,000 mem- 
bers of the union. 
The scheme, which is a wide departure 
from union customs, proposes to turn the 
entire surplus in the cigarmakers’ treasury 
into a big loan fund. This is to be dealt out 
to the individual members in amounts suffi- 
client to enable them to bulid and own houses 
of their own or, if they cheodse, to start in 
business for themselves. 

Leading officials. in the union have in- 
dorsed the plan and this month commenda- 
tion is expressed for it in the Cigarmakers’ 
Journal. In order to become operative, how- 
ever, a referendum vote must be had, and 
this will require several months. 


Fund Amounts to $500,000. 

In the cigarmakers’ treasury is said to be 
more than $500,000. If portioned out in 3 
of $500 to each individual it is figured the 
one workingman out of every twenty in the 
union might be provided with a home for him- 
self and his family. 

The money advanced. according to the 
scheme, would be regared as a loan and a 
mall rate of interest probably would be 
charged for its use until such time as the 
workingman could repay it. In the mean 
time, however, it is argued, the unionist 
would be enjoying the comforts of owning 
his own home and algo would be saving rent. 

The plan has been taken up, it is said, only 
after an investigation and study of a similar 
arrangement which now is in force in Eng- 
land. There, it is said, the loan system has 
worked successfully. 

The cigarmakers’ union, which has been 
responsible for greater advancement along 
humanitarian lines than any other labor 
union, not long ago considered a plan of 
building and maintaining a union sanitarium, 
where workingmen who contract tubercu- 
losis at their trade might be treated at the 

expense of the union. The proposition to es- 
tablish the hospital failed of adoption. 


Madden Wrangle Near End. 

The meeting of the federation of labor today 
is expected to mark the passing of the stormy 
wrangle in which Martin B. Madden and the 
‘* purification " faction were engaged. The 
new anti-Madden officers recently elected, 
including the new president, John Fitz- 
patrick, and Secretary E. N. Nockels, will be 
installed. The Madden men have threatened 
to “ boycott the federation. 


SEEK MISSING UNION LEADER. 


Friends of Michael Donnelly Alarmed— 
Not Heard From for Two 
Weeks. 


Union men last night started a search for 
Michael Donnelly, leader of the big stock- 
yarde strike, whose continued disappear- 
ance has given cause for alarm. Donnelly 
was heard from last in New York, but later 
was traced to Cincinnati, where it is supposed 
he went to sattle a strike of stockyards work- 
ers. He has not communicated, however, 
with his wife or friende in Chicago for two 
weeks. 

Charles Becker, a brother-in-law of Don- 
nelly, with Nicholas Gier and George Hur- 
ley, two leaders in the Butcher Workmen's 
union, started for Cincinnati to hunt for the 
missing man. Before he left Becker sent

Senator Patterson of W Opposes 
‘Decision of His Colleagues and May 


‘Record His Name in Favor of Rati-' 


fication—Presiderat Roosevelt still 
Hopes te, Carry Out His Pole 
May Seeure Passage of Joint Res- 
elution by Republican Votes. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 3.—[Special.]—It 
the democrats in the senate remain bound 
by the resolutions adopted at their caucus 
held today the Santo Domingan treaty is 
dead 
Nhe caucus debated for five hours and a half 
regarding the attitude that should be ob- 
served by the party and then adopted by a 
vote of 24 to 1 the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the senate ought not to 
advise and consent to the treaty between the 
United States and Santo Domingo.“ 

The recalcitrant senator of this resolution 
was Clark of Arkansas. The caucus then 
adopted the following resolution by a vote 
of 20 to 4: 

Resolved, That if two-thirds of this 
caucus shall vote in favor of the foregoing 
resolution it shall be the duty of every demo- 
cratic senator to vote against * ratification 
of the treaty.” 

Senator Patterson Withdraws. 

The senators who voted against this reso- 
lution were Clark of Arkansas, Daniel of 
Virginia, Foster of Louisiana. and Mallory 
of Florida. The three men last named are 
credited with Weing against the treaty in 
spite of their vote against the second reso- 
lution... They were led to take this action 
by an unwillingness to make a treaty a cau- 
cus matter. 

Senator Patterson f Colorado, who made a 
sensational speech a few days ago in de- 
fense of the president, participated in the 
debate, but withdrew before the voting com- 
mehced, and on the second resolution Sena- 
tor Teller was excused from voting, for one 
reason because he was the colleague of Pat - 
terson. 

Bailey Denounces Roosevelt. 

There was more or less debate, Bailey of 
Texas, the author of the resolutions, explain- 
ing them at length. It was explained during 
the debate that the necessity of caucus action 
was due to the policy of the president, which 
tended to usurp all the functions of gov- 
ernment. 


The Dominican question, said Bailey, was 
‘the most glaring instance of this policy; the 
president negotiated a treaty and put it into 


effect without ratification by the senate, as 
provided by the constitution. 

Senator Clark’s attitude was somewhat of a 
surprise to his colleagues, for while he indi- 
cated his usual opposition to the policies of 


the democracy, he did not do'so in a querulous |

When he resigned as attorney general, how- 
ever, his point of view probably changed 
again. He was unquestionably elected a 
senator from the state of Pennsylvania by 
the direct personal and. overpowering in- 
fluence of the Pennsylvania railroad. This 
is a fact too well known to be disputed. Mr. 
Knox, therefore, was representing at the 
White house the interests which had put him 
in the senate, as he was in duty bound to do. 


Roosevelt Not to Be Swerved. 

President Roosevelt, however, seemed to 
recognize the fact that his former attorney 
general was now a senator from the corpora- 
tion ridden state of Pennsylvania, the nest- 
‘ing place of the coal roads, of the Standard 
Oil, of the Pennsylvania trunk line combi- 
nation, and of the ship subsidy trust. At 
any rate, the president declined to be 
swerved. He admitted that the bill, as it 
stands, might be unconstitutional if enacted 
into law, but he insisted that it represented 
the wishes of the people, and he hinted that 
if it was unconstitutional the railroads could 
be depended upon to get it before the Su- 
preme court at the earliest possible moment. 

And so Mr. Knox went away from the 
White house and beat a retreat in good or- 
der without having influenced the president 
to abate in the slightest degree the broad 
general principle which he has laid down 
in repeated speeches that somebody, like 
the interstate commission, should have 
power. after investigation, to fix upon a rea- 
sonable rate, and that rate should stay 
“put” until the court of last resort had 
passed upon it. 

Same Plea to Hepburn. 

Later in the day Senator Aldrich, the ad- 
mitted republican leader of the upper house 
of congress, made a similar missionary visit 
to Col, Pete Hepburn of Iowa, chairman of 
the house committee on interstate commerce. 
He declared that he and the other senators 
associated with him would not permit any 
railroad rate bill to pass through the senate 
unless it had in it a paragraph providing for 
an immediate appeal to the Circuit court, 
with the right of review by that tribunal, 
involving an original investigation into all 
of the facts of the case. 

Senator Aldrich, whoisa well known street 
car magnate, business man, and Standard Oil 
associate, also made an argument upon the 
constitutionality of the bill as it stands. 

Col. Hepburn, who knows more about law 
than he does about street cars, insisted that 
the bill, as it stood, did not assume to de- 
prive the courts of any of their rights. It 
did not specifically say that a Circuit court 
should not review the action of the inter- 
state commerce commission. The constitu- 
tion guarantees that right to all courts when- 
ever a citizen can show that his property 
is being confiscated or his vested rights in- 
terfered with. 

Chairman Hepburn, like the president, in · 
sisted that the bill as it stood represented 
not the maximum, but the minimum of what 
the people desired, and he frankly told Sena- 
tor Aldrich that he would not consent to any 
such amendment so long as he remained

Rocco Bell, twice an inmate of the Pontiac 
reformatory, has made good his threat to 
commit suicide if returned to jail. He hung 
himself in a cell at the county jail early 
yesterday morning. The boy was but 20 
years old, but was a habitual criminal! and 
had spent halt of his fe in penal institu- 
tions 


“ Won't you give me just one more chance, 
and maybe I can get into the army and get 
away from my agsociates in Chicago. If I 
have to go back to Pontiac I will surely 
commit suicide,” 
arrested and taken to the Chicago avenue 

station.a week ago. 


When he was taken to the county ‘jail: 
Jailer Whitman was warned of the boy's 


threat by Lieut. Larkin of the Chicago ave- 
nue police station. The guards were or- 
dered to keep a close watch on him, but 
during the temporary absence of the guards 
early in the morning he tore the sheets of 
his eot into shreds, made a rope of them, 
fastened one end to the bars of his cell, and 
managed to strangle himself. 


Leaves Letter Pointing a Moral. 


A letter addressed to Jailer Whitman had 
been scrawled on a sheet of paper, which 
he had asked for earlier in the evening. Fol- 
lowing is the letter: 

Dear Sir: Some people gay life is sweet, 
but life is not sweet to me. I will give my 
reasons for it. I was born in Italy twenty 
years ago, and came to America at the age 
of 2. At 71 was a poor beggar and news- 
boy. I used to earn about $1 a day selling 
papers, and would bring it home to my 
father, who! would drink it up or gamble it in 
playing cards. When I would earn less, I 

„would get en awful licking. 

“ By licking. me #o hard I used to run away 
from home, and it was then I learnéd how to 
steal in stores. At the age of 0, I was caught 
(stealing and sent to the state reformatory. 
When I came out, my father put me to work 
shining shoes. He would never send me to 
school, where I belonged, but would send me 
out like a dog to feed him on beer. 


Tells Reasons of Downfall. 

“JT have done, altogether, three years in 
the bridewell, four at Pontiac, two years in 
the county jall, and one year in New York. 
And still I am in jail again. Now, what is 
the matter with me? I am no good on earth. 
I am always in jail. What good am I? No 
good at all. I might be good in hell, where my 
other friends are. My good friends, remem- 
ber what I say, for I'll not live much longer. 

*“ Young men, keep away from drink, gam- 
bling, and women, Please never smoke cig- 
arets, because you are going to the bad when 

you do so. That is why I am going to end 
my life in the Cook county Jail. 

* Rocco Bru.” 


Blames Pontiac for His Ruin. 
Although Bell had been confined at the 


county Jail, and at the bridewell, it was only 


the Reformatory at Pontiac that he com- 
plained of. The work there, the associations, 
and everything connected with the place, he 
blamed for his downfall. 

An inquest was held over the body yester- 
day afternoon, and the coroner's jury held 
that he had committed suicide while in a state 
of temporary insanity. The guards at the jail 
were not held to be responsibie.

| Curb Line Walls Discovered

Between the commissioner of public works 
and the city council compensation commit- 
tee it is a pretty small source of revenue 
which escapes the eye of the municipal ad- 
ministration days. The aldermen de 
cided yesterday to get after the packers 
and exact compensation for the privilege they 
enjoy of skimming grease off the south fork 
of the river for the manufacture of soap 


things which led to the undaing of the pack- 
ers. Several months ago Ald. Carey com- 
plained to Commissioner Patterson of the 
existence in the south fork of an “ obstruc- 
tion to navigation in the shape of a screen 
set to catch all grease and floating particles 
coming from the sewers emptying into the 
stream. The skimmer, which was located 
at Center avenue and Thirty-ninth street, 
was owned by Hines Bros., a rendering con- 
cern. 
The alderman said hie constituents de- 
manded the removal of the obstruction, and 
finally the commissioner ordered the skim- 
mer taken out by a city pile driver. The 
next day the commissioner discovered that 
Armour & Co. and the Anglo-American 
Packing company maiittain similar, though 
many times larger skimmers, in the stream 
between Center and Ashland avenues. Ald. 
Carey had not mentioned these 

“ This struck me as unfair, and I was 
sorry I had ordered the little fellow's skim- 
mer removed.,“ the commissioner told the 
committee. I have told him he could re- 
install it, which he is doing at a cost of $600. 
I therefore suggest that the packers be 
charged compensation for their privilege 
of skimming the river and that the payments 
of the Hines company be remitted until its 
involuntary expense is squared up.“ 

But the packers may claim that they are 


‘only catching the grease which flows from 


their own plants,” objected Chairman Snow. 
“Well, when it once gets into the city 
sewers it becomes city property, replied 
the commissioner. 
Compensation Officer Galligan was direct- 
ead wy ascertain the value of the grease col- 
lected, 


Walls Found Encroaching. 


The existence of walle beyond the building 
line, for which no proper permits had beén 
granted, was discovered during the day in con- 
nection with the new Marshall Field retail 
addition, Mandel Brothers’, and the Boston 
stores. These walls were found at the curb 
line extending forty-five feet below the sur- 
face. 

The discovery was reported to the public 
works commissioner by Assistant City Engi- 
neer G. F. Samuels, who declared that this 
‘encroachment on the thoroughfare would in- 
terfere with any future plans to construct an 
underground subway. As a reward for this 
and similar services to the city, Samuels was 
promoted later in the day. to a’ new position 
which will be called chief street and sewer 
engineer.“ 

The present code grants the right, to con- 
struct walls at the curb line nine feet below 
the surface, and the compensation committee 
was preparing to charge for the use of this 
space. Engineer Samuels protested, inform- 
ing the committee that the walls in the three 
instances in question are three feet thick and 
‘extend forty-tive feet below datum. The cais- 
sons supporting the walls extend thirty feet 
farther down. 

The tunnel company spent a strenuous day 
trying to get a permit to connect with the 
Northwestern railway station and failed. On 
account of the behavior of the company the 
commissioner has refused to grant a permit 
for a haft.“ 


Uniforms for Building Inspectors, 
Building inspection methods are to be re- 
organized and the inspe es re may be placed 
ir uniform. Plans are g made by Build- 
ing Commissioner Peter Bartsen to inau-, 
gurate a new system which will insure proper 
inspection of all buildings in the city. Four 
‘patrol inspectors’’ will. be employed to 
watch the work of the other employees, and 
at the same time be available for all emer- 
gencies and investigations. In addition to 
this the council finance committee will be 
asked to furnish an automobile for the use 
of the department. 
Mayor’s Brother-in-Law Appointed. 


Daniel P. Murphy, a brother-in-law of 
Mayor Dunne, has been appointed an assist- 
ent corporation counsel.

The leasing of the stub end of Quarry 
street to the Chicago Paving cOmpany wa 
found to be involved in a neighborhood quar- 
rel and a public hearing of the case has 
been ordered. 

There was a small shakeup of ward street 
cleaning superintendents during the day. A. 
J. Creighton of the Sixth ward was sent to 
the Third, vice B. Riordan, who was trans- 
ferred to the Thirty-first. John Carr of the 
last named ward takes the place of Creigh- 
ton in the sixth.

CULLOM NOT DODGING VOTE. 


Illinois Senator Denies Report That He | 


Is Avoiding the Railroad 
Rate Bill. 


Springfield, II, Feb. Iseltal. Sen- 
ator Shelby M. Cullom, writing to a friend 


4 in Springfield under date of Jan. 81, says: 


I have noticed a statement in some news-. 
papers to the effect that I had left Wash- 
ington for the purpose of dodging votes on 
the interstate commerce bill and other ques- 
tions.

The people know, I think, that I do 
not dodge anything, and on the interstate 
commerce question I hav@had my convic- 
tions, which are known ‘to the country, I 
think, pretty generally, and they have been 
the same for many years.

“‘ While I reported the bill adversely under 
orders from my committee, I included at 
the same time a statement that I was per- 
sonally for the bill. Senator Dolliver, whe 
lives in the adjoining house to me, was in my 
sickroom several times and conferred with 
me on the subject, and before leaving Wash- 
ington I authorized him to pair me in the 
senate in favor of this bill, if the bill-should 
come to a vote before I was able to be in my 
seat. 

“TI expect, however, to be in my seat before 
the senate votes on this question, and I hope 
to be able to take some part in the disposi- 
tion of the bill. Any suggestions that I am 
away from my place in the senate for the 
purpose of dodging votes ig manifestly un- 
fair. 

J want to say I am feeling better today 
than at any time in two months, and believe 
my health will improve quite rapidly.“

Washington, D. C., Feb. 8.—Various phases 
of the railroad rate question were thrashed 
over in the house today in the course of nine 
speeches. Clayton of Alabama said that the 
legislation in principle was as old as the 
common law... Henry of Texas showed how 
it was supported by the constitution and the 
courts. Esch of Wisconsin explained how 
the bill was broad enough to include the reg- 
ulation of express companies. Kennedy of 
Ohio presented an argument to contradict 
the claim that the control of railways was 
interference with private property. Crum- 
packer of Indlana believed economic condi- 
tions would still control in rate matters, as 
they should, notwithstanding the granted au- 
thority in the bill, which he approved. Ellis 
of Missouri saw in the bill what he regarded 
as a conservative move in the right direction.

FOOTBALL NOT DEAD YEP 


CHICAGO SENATE REFUSES TO 
‘TAKE DRASTIC POSITION. 


Favors Abolition of Sport for Twe 
Years, but Radical Are Unable to 
Secure Two-thirds Vote Necessary 

. Independent ef Other 
Conference Colleges—<Acting Presi- 
dent Judson Favors Retention of 
Game. |

Football may live yet at the Univers! 
of Chicago. Members of the senate, in what 
Was expected to prove the death knell ses- 
sion, argued pro and con for two hours and 
a half yesterday, entirely forgetting lunch- 
eon, and when the question was brought to 
a point by Acting President Harry Pratt 
Judson the radical reformists could not mus- 
ter enough votes, two-thirds being necessary 
to suspend the game. 

A motion to accept Thursday's action of 
the united faculties was made and passed, 
and, as a result, the situation at the Midway 
remains unchanged. A statement of the ac- 
tion of the senate was given out as follows: 
The senate of the University of Chicago, 
in confirmation of the action taken by the 
united faculties of arts, literature, and sei- 
enee and the united faculty of the junior 
colleges, expresses to the intercollegiate con- 
ference its preference for the suspension of 
intercollegiate football for two years, but 
this agreement failing, it accepts the recom- 
mendations presented to it by the confer- 
ence.”’ ; ; \ 

Unusual secrecy characterized the meet- 
ing, and all those present were pledged not 
to speak on the football question so far 
as the action of the senate was concerned. 
It developed, however, that the session was 
a stormy one, and that the radicals practical- 
ly were on an even basis with the conservat- 
ists in the matter of numbers. Those on the 
fence, whem the radicals had hoped to sway 
to their side, were divided when it came to a 
vote, and, as a result, the reformists lost. 


Long Arguments Before Vote. 

Both the radicals and those who have 
stood for the retention of the game believed 
before the meeting that the question could be 
disposed of in short fashion. The meeting, 
accordingly, was not called until 11:30 a. m., 
with the intention of ending the session be- 
fer 1 o'cleck. At that hour the discussion 
was still continuing, and it was not until 1:45 
that the session was adjourned. 

Before the conclusion was reached support- 
ing the faculty in fts action, the recommenda- 
tions were gone over and picked to pieces 
individually. The questions of the retention 
of the training table, the preliminary practice 
clause, the five games clause, and the pro- 
fessiona] coach consideration received much 
attention from the conservatists. The con- 
sensus of opinion so far as the recommenda- 
tions were concerned was they should stand 
with no suggestions other than those made 
by the faculty, I. e., the ending of the season 
on the first Saturday before Thanksgiving 
day and the complete abolition of the training 
table and the training quarters. 6 

Students Pleased by Action. 

Student interest in the meeting of the 
senate was aroused to « h pitch. When 
the report was passed about the campus 
that the governing body had not done away 
with the game there was great rejoicing. 
Many of the athletes declared they were sure 
football would be played at the Midway

Iowa City, Ia., Feb. 8.—[Special.]—Interest 
is growing here in the proposed regulation 
of football, and among students at least there 
is considerable anxiety as to what action the 
university faculty will take at its meeting 
next Wednesday. The students would not 
be opposed to the adoption of the conference 
recommendations. 

That some action Will be taken by the Iowa 
faculty is almost certain, and from present 
indications the adoption of the conference re- 
port seems probable, Coach Chalmers being 
almost the only one to voice an unfavorable 
opinion. . 

President George E. MacLean says: “I am 
in favor of the conference report. Foethall is 
a game worth keeping, but if reasonable re- 
forms cannot be adopted, the game should be 
abolished. While I think we are among the 
cleanest of institutions, we, too, heve need 
of reform.”

But as nothing in the 
way of changing the rules could be done 
until the next biennial congress, which was 
scheduled for March, 1906, the grand circuit 

had nothing to do but lay low and bide 
their time. ; 

That time has now arrived, and the grand 
cirenlt people are ready to do business. They 
have appointed a committee, consisting of 
C. K. G. Billings, H. K. Devereux, and C. R. 
Bentley. to prepare certain rules and changes 
which the grand circuit would like to have 
put on the books. That committee will meet 
in Chieago next Wednesday, one day ahead 
of the meeting of the joint rules committee of 
the National and American associations and 
the Trotting Register association. 


Noted Horsemen on Committee. 

Mr. Billings is well knewn as the owner of 
the champion trotters Lou Dillon and Major 
Delmar, and many other trotters and pacers 
which have acquired fame in the sport of 
matinéée racing. He also owns the Memphis 
track; a member of the grand circuit. Mr. 
Devereux is one of the foremost of amateur 
reinsmen, and he likewise is a member of one 
of the boards of appeal of the National Trot- 
ting association. Mr. Bentley is ry of 
the Buffalo, N. T., track, and publisher of 
the Horse World, a turf journal. Like 
Messrs. Billings and Devereux, he is a prac- 
tical horseman. 

It is the general belief that this committee 
will ask the joint rules committee to fix 
things so that hereafter the grand circuit 
stewards will have the right to suspend or 
expel any person for violation of turf law 
on the tracks they represent without there 
being any chance for appeal by the punished 
party to either the National or the American 
association. But that the joint committee 
will agree to any such change in the rules is 
not deemed possible by those who should 
know about such matters. They argue that

-if such a concession were made to the tracks 


composing the grand circuit there would be 
no possible excuse for not doing the same by 
any other circuit that made up its mind to 
elect a board of stewards and boss its own 
affairs, and in that case the parent associa- 
tions would have little left to live for. 


Talk of Desertion. 

On the other hand there is talk that if the 
demands of the grand circuit people are not 
acceded to the tracks composing that or- 
ganization will simply desert the American 
and National associations and run things to 
suit themselves so far as their own meetings 
are concerned. ‘The tracks which have mem- 
bership in the grand circult corporation are 
Detroit, Cleveland, Buffalo, Empire City, 
Boston, Providence, Hartford. Syracuse, 
Cincinnati, Columbus, and Memphis. 

That these tracks could maké a formidable 
showing on their own hook {fs not to be de- 
nied, as only one really big meeting outside 
of theirs—that at Lexington—is given. And 
while Lexington is not a member of the 
grand circuit there are reasons for believing

Supposing proof were forthcoming that a 
person was jn a deep trance when the artery 
was severed and that the individual so muti- 
lated actually died a second death, “ how 
would the medical man who carried out such 
instructions stand in the eyes of the law? 
A famous member of the Old Balle bar 
who was questioned on this point said: 

“Iam of the opinion that if, in the circum- 
stances suggested a medical man severed the 
Grtery of a person who was in such a condi- 
tion that he could not tell whether he, or 
she, was alive or dead, even though he might 
be held to have acted recklessly, yet he could 
not be charged with murder.“ 


Reckless but Not Murder. 

A Harley street physician declared there 
were many instances of men and women who 
have begged their medical attendants to make 
sure of death by some violent means or other. 

“ Comparatively few, however, he said, 
„leave euch instructions in their wills. They 
merely extract promises from their doctars.. 
One elderly patient of mine has repeatedly 
reminded me af thé fact that she Wishes to 
have a strong poison injected Immediately 
after death. Few medical men carry out 
such instructions. I quite agree, however, 
that more therough-tests are needed in cases 
of sudden death. 10 


Urges Waiting Mortuaries. 

Dr. Stenson Hooker, honorary medicai sec- 
retary of thé Association for the Prevention. 
of Prémature Burial, feels, of course, strong- 
ly on the subject. 

“ The idea of mutilating a person supposed 
to be dead in order to make eure death has 
occurred ia a revolting one. I contend that, 
especially in the case of young people who 
have died suddenly after enjoying apparently 
good health, the only comvincing proof of 
death is a change which comes over the body. 
Full time ghould be allowed for this change 
to take place. In several cases this change: 
has not taken place for seven or even ten 
days. The system adopted in Frankfort of 
waiting mortuaries, where bodies are Watched 
in well ventilated and warmed rooms until 
the change takes place, should be followed 
in all countries.

“If renouncing once and forever all idea of 
an aggressive policy on land Great Britain 
concentrates her efforts on the reorganiza- 
tion of her military forces on a purely de- 
fensive basis, her task will still be a heavy 
one, calling for many sacrifices. There are 
weak places in her armor, Hef units, small 
as they are, are underofficered. The deficit 
in the commissioned ranks In the home and 
colonial forces has been put as high as 10,000 
officers. 


„But that is not all. Numerical weakness 


ig not counterbalanced by superior efficiency 


of the officers serving. The various services 
are insufficiently organized, especially the 
medical branch, and the reserves of all kinds 
appear to be inadequate. Certainly the lat- 
ter is a mere question of money, but wWho- 
ever wants an army must be prepared to 
pay the price. 

“The government will be well advised if, 
after coming to a final decision based on the 
recommendation of its many councilors, it 
confides the task of definitely reforming che 
army to some highly qualifie? minister or 
soldier, giving him what time he wants for 
ae work.

ENGLISH MINING ENGINEER GIVES 
IMPORTANT FIGURES. 


More than One-fourth Output of Mines 
im United States Produced by Means 
of Machinery, While in Hngiland

Walter Rowley, a mining engineer of Leeds,

In a paper read the other day before the 
Institution of Civil Engineers Rowley, whose 
Paper was entitled Some Observations of 
a Mining Engineer in America,” remarked 
that citizens of America may thank the geo- 
logical features of the great coal field of 
the Appalachian chain for their comparative 
freedom from smoke. Since 1800 the United 
States has been the largest coal producer in 
the world. 


Cost of Machines Less. 

The use of coal cutting machines had 
been received far more favorably in Amer- 
ica than it had been here, and while in Eng- 
land only about 2 per cent of the output was 
got by the use of machinery in America no 
less than 26 per cént of the 18 was ma- 
chine mine. 

In 1841 the record tonnage on coal got in 
the states was 220 tons; in 1908 the output 

‘had rigen to $16,000,000 tons. Tho output of 
_ the unjted kingdom. for 1903 was 230,000,000 
tons. At present coal from thé . 1 
of Pittsburg was delivered on the lantic 
seaboard at a lower rate a ton than coal 
of a similar quality was sold free on board 
in England, and yet the distance of Pitts- 
burg from the seaboard was about 300 miles. 
It was this extremely low cost of transporta- 
tion that would compete with England for 
‘export of com to Mediterranean ports. 
Predicts Loss for England. . 

“ We must expect,“ sdid Rowley, in the 
future to be beaten out of the fleld here, for in 
fifty years’ time England's coal supplies will 


.de costing much more to work and we may 


expect shortly to find that the production dr 
Great Britain, instead pf continuing to in- 
crease, will become stationary. It is in- 
deed fortunate for this country that the im- 
mense coal fields of America are separated 
from England by so many thousand miles. 
In this country coal now is being mined from 
a depth of 4,500 feet and seams are being 
worked as low as 10 inches in thicknese, ani 
as time goes on the cheap production of coal 
will become a problem of incréasing diffi.

Algeciras Conference Refuses to Permit 
High Duties on Imports of 
Foreign Goods. 7 


ALGECIRAB, Spain, Feb. 3.—The Moroc-. 
can conference today definitely rejected the 
plan proposed by the Moors for the reform of 
the Moroccan tariff. 

This determination was due to the exces- 
sive rates which the Moors sought. to.Impoge 
on forelgn commodities entering Morocco 
the conference taking the view that such a 
system would tend to defeat the principle of 
the open door. 

However, the delegates favored a moder- 
ate increase in the present duties and ap- 
pointed a committee to prepare a project. It 
is expected that this will result in increasing 


the Moorish tariff rates to 12% per cent ad- 


valorem in place of the present rate of 10 
per cent. 

The conference further decided to prepare %

THE FEDERAL MACHINE. 

The superior persons who have undertaken 
to rule Illinois through a federal organiza- 
tion have mistaken their yocations. Patri- 
otisni is the last refuge of some senators. 
Patronage is the first refuge. In some in- 
stances graft is an intermediate refuge. 
The expression is harsh, but there is the re- 
cent conviction in the criminal courts of two 
United States senators to show that in some 
instahces it is deserved. 

Now, the people of Illinois have no idea 
of being ruled by the senators. The sena- 
tors were not chosen as rulers but as repre- 
sentatives of the state in the upper branch 
of the national legislature. They are not 
endowed with the authority to govern the 
people who elected them. That is the func- 
tion of the state and municipal authorities. 
Where, therefore, the senators seek to con- 
trol the people in the exercise of their rights 
at the polls or the primaries the senators 
manifestly are trespassing upon the rights 
of the people. 

The effort to establish a federal machine 
in UHnois and through its influence to stifle 
or prevent a free expression of the popular 
will is an affront to the intelligence and man- 
hood of republican voters which they will 
surely resent. It has already once been dem- 
onstrated that the federal officeholders are 
not strong enongh to control the voters of 
Illinois. They are not so strong now as they 
were in 1904, and they are growing weaker. 
The two United States senators, backed up 
by the speaker, will not be able to saddle and 
ride the people of Illinois. They will meet 
precisely the fate of the federal gang in Wis- 
consih, and they will deserve all they get. 

If Speaker Cannon has any ambition to 
get even a complimentary vote for president 
in thé next national convention he will think 
twice, and then he will think again, before 
he invites a, conflict with the governor and 
all the people who believe in him and his 
policies.

The people are giving orders, not tak- 
ing them, and if they were going to take 
them they would not accept them from any 
of the federal crowd in Washington or Chi- 
cago.

{THE PEOPLE SHOULD TAKE A HAND. 


An incomplete poll of the council shows 
that there are at this moment more alder- 
men against the $1,000 license than there 
are for it. Therefore it becomes necessary 
for all who desire the protection againet 
criminals which the higher license would en- 
able the municipal authorities to give to 
redouble their*exertions. The aldermen 
who are for the $1,000 license have the 
sober, intelligent, law abiding element of 
the community behind them. They are 
fighting the people's battle and have no 
occasion for discouragement. 

There are anti-high licensé aldermen who 
oannqt be converted. Some of them are 
saloonkeepers and would rather have an 
inadequate police force than pay $500 a 
year more than they do now. Some are ex- 
saloonkeepers and sympathize with the 
brotherhood. Others are in touch with the 
brewery interests, which are for low license. 
Nearly half of the aldermen are stil] on the 
fence-—" studying the question.” They are 
the men to be argued with by their constitu- 
ents, so that they may be persuaded to vote 
for an adequate police force. 

That is the real question involved. A 
thousand more patrolmen are needed to 
cope with crime in Chicago. The $1,000 
saloon Hcense will provide them now, and 
nothing else will. Those who oppose that 
license say in substance that murderers and 
burglars shall continue their evil practices 
with impunity. That is the point which 
must be pressed on the aldermen who have 
not made up their minds on the question. 

The commercial association and some 
other organizations have adopted resolu- 
tions asking the council to vote for the 
$1,000 license so that the police force may 
be increased. That may have some effect. 
But there is a better way to reach aldermen 
who are still undecided. If in the different 
wards citizens whose houses have been 
plundered or who have themselves been at- 
tacked and robbed on the streets, or who are 
mourning for some relation or friend, the 
victim of a murderer, were to call collec- 
tively on their undecided aldermanic repre- 
sentatives, and plead with them for better 
police protection, the aldermen might be 
converted on the spot. 

The people of Chicago who 3 a res- 
pite from crime ought to hold up the hands 
of the aldermen who are working for them. 
It a their battle which is being fought and 
they ought to take a direct immediate part 
in it. The people should organize and let 
the aldermen know what they want. 


‘THE OURSE OF WEALTH. 

A well known banker of this city has 
made the statement before a public meeting 
that men’s souls shrivel in the pursuit of 
wealth, Old devils” and “ curmud- 
“| geons”’ are names he applies to some of the 
wealthy men with whom he has come in con- 


tact in business. The names may berightly 


= | applied in the particular cases in mind, and 
yet the inference may not be correctly 
drawn. The speaker has fallen into the 


common error of mistaking a symptom for 


a cause. 
The pursuit. of wealth as distinct from 


the possession of wealth is, if understood 
to be an ail absorbing endeavor to amass 
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the onty basis for comparison. And yet, 
bond that structural weakness inherent in 


any attempt to write the history of things 


which never happened, there are some 
truths which seem to be revealed by a sur- 
vey of men. 

Some plants need the sunshine, others the 
shadow, some the moist heat of the tropics, 
others the cold dryness of the north. If 
they do not flourish where they are, a change 
of environment may reveal their true nature. 
Some souls need wealth in order to bloom, 
others are destroyed by it, but wealth is not 
to blame. ‘The sordid cares of poverty, the 
unrelenting struggle for existence, may 
harden, or imbitter, or shrivel the soul quite 
as much as the temptations of wealth. 
Whatever figure of speech is used the idea 
is that the soul becomes something farther 
from perfection, something other than it 
might have become in more favorable cir- 
cumstances. Some men have been made 
better by loss, whether the loss of dear 
friends, or position, or health, or. money. 
To others, prosperity is essential for the 
blossoming of the virtues, so far as one may 
judge. Wealth or poverty may equally show 
a soul as good or bad. The mad pursuit of 
wealth is another thing entirely. It is not 
an influence or an opportunity but a reve- 
lation, and at the least shows moral blind- 
ness already far advanced. 


THE RECKLESS CHAUFFEUR. 

There are American cities in whose streets 
automobiles are run at a moderate rate of 
speed. New York is one and Washington 
is another. There are many autos in use in 
both, but there are comparatively few acci- 
dents, because there is no scorching.” The 
speed limit cannot exceed eight miles an 
hour. There are men in those cities who 
would like to go at headlong speed through 
the streets, but they do not yield to tempta- 
tion, because they have been disciplined into 
obedience to the law. Throughout the east 
furious automobiling is almost extinct. The 
motormen respect the rights of pedestrians 
and of ordinary vehicles not necessarily 
because they wish to but because they 
have been compelled to. They have discov- 


ered after a struggle lasting some years 
that the law is stronger than they are and 
must be obeyed. ' 

Why should not the Chicago scorchers ” 
be made to obey the law? At present they 
hold it in contempt. They resent wholesome 
regulation and resort to numerous tricks to 
evade it. In Man and Superman,” which 
is having a great run in New York, a motor 
car figures largely. In one scene the 
chauffeur provokes the laughter of knowing 
audiences by taking the number plate in 
one hand and the oil can in the other and 
liberally sprinkling the plate with oil before 
starting off on a trip. This is a trick which 
many Chicago chauffeurs habitually prac- 
tice. When the plate is rubbed with oil or 
vaseline the dust raised by the machine ad- 
heres to the oily surface and the numbers 
are soon so thickly coated as to become illeg - 
ible. The chauffeur feels that he can k 
speed regulations with safety because iden- 
tification through the numbers has become 
im possible. 

There are other tricks of the trade. The 
number plate is often fastened by a thin 
wire. That wears out, or is said to wear out, 
and one end of the plate drops down so that 
the figures cannot be read. Sometimes the 
plates are deliberately dented with ham- 
mer blows so that the figures cannot be 
read. At night it is impossible to see the 
number plate unless the rear lamps are burn- 
ing. For that reason chauffeurs who intend 
to violate the speed regulations fail to light 
the rear lamps. 

In other cities reckless chauffeurs have 
been made to respect the law. It can and 
must be done in Chicago. If heavy fines 
will not reform the speed fiends short terms 
of imprisonment should be tried. A jail has 
terrors for those who laugh at fines. The 
defiant and murderous drivers of automo- 
biles must be brought to their senses and 
human life in Chicago, so far as motor cars 
go, be made at least as safe as it is in east- 


ern cities. 


CHIEF COLLINS’ TAS. 

Sensational charges of a corrupt alliance 
between superior officers in the police de- 
partment and a gambling syndicate were 
recently made. Some persons claimed that 
these charges were really inspired by a sin- 
ister desire to discredit and dislodge Chief 
Collins in the hope of securing a successor 
favorable to an open town. The mayor, 
however, showed astuteness as well as con- 
fidence in his chief of police by promptly 
asking the state’s attorney to investigate 
the charges. His investigations have shown 
gambling to exist in various downtown 
hotels without police interference, but have 
not shown police protection for graft. 

The public may reasonably take this re- 
sult as evidence that Chief Collins, at least, 
is party to no grafting of this sort. Their 
conclusion will perhaps be based quite as 
much upon their general confidence in his 
integrity as upon the results of the state’s 
attorney’s probing. Legal proof of police 
grafting is woefully elusive. Chief Col- 
ins will make a mistake if he overvalues 
the abortive outcome of these investigations. 
Grafting may exist and probably does exist, 
despite the state’s attorney’s failure to 
prove it, and the chief himself should locate 
and stop it. He has a thousand ways open 
to him for doing so which are not open to 
the state’s attorney. If enemies of the 
“lid” have sought the chief’s head and 
sought in vain, he is to be congratulated 
upon their failure. He should turn, how- 
ever, to the serious task of getting new 
blood and new life into his department. He

Not only has the weather been warmer 
but the city has been healthier than any 
otherin the country. Nowhere have icemen, 
coalmen, and plumbers been more despond- 
ent than here. Nowhere else have such at- 
tractive entertainments been offered or more 
liberally patronized. In New York and Bos- 
ton the papers are discussing the problem 
why the theaters are so poorly attended. 
Here one must secure seats days in advance. 
The theaters are crowded. People are com- 
plaining because music halls are not large 
enough. The women’s clubs are driven to 
produce. plays themselves and arrange vari- 
ous forme of entertainment to accommodate 
the overflow from the regular houses. So- 
clety,” always gay, has been gayer than ever 
and has exhibited its various accomplish- 
ments for the benefit of charity and the in- 
cidental enjoyment of others. Great ex- 
hibitions of industrial, educational, and 
scientific progress have been made and great 
conventions have been held here, at which 
all kinds of questions have been discussed. 
There has been something unusual doing all 
the time. Chicago has had no dull days. It 
is having a winter carnival. 

As a place of warm winters, enjoyable 
entertainments of every sort, social pleas- 
ures, artistic attractions, strawberries, daf- 
fodils, and lilacs all winter long, markets 
teeming with the products of every zone, 
building booms, rushing business, healthy 
atmosphere, stirring, strenuous life, abound- 
ing righteousness and wickednéss, Chicago 
is the ideal place of winter resort. It is now 
preparing new and more brilliant attrac- 
tions for its coming season as the place of 
summer resort. It will soon be the one and 
only all the year round resort. 


A SANE INSURANCE POLICY. 

The discussions and the final action of the 
national insurance conference in Chicago 
were marked by praiseworthy moderation. 
It was recognized by those composing the 
conference that the devising of safe and 
beneficial] regulations for the business of life 
insurance is an extremely difficult and com- 
plicated problem, and that hasty and ex- 
treme action would be sure to do more harm 
than good to policy holders as well as to 
the companies. It was therefore decided to 
unite in a few conservative general recom- 
mendations and turn over to a committee 
the task of maturing the legislation which 
it is believed should be adopted by the vari- 
ous states. 

The committee named is a strong one. Its 
action will doubtless be in the same spirit 
as that of the conference. Several states 
already have laws good in most respects. 
In few have the laws been strictly enforced. 
The present aim should be to get uniform 
laws at least as good as the best that now 
exist and to secure their enforcement. It is 
believed that these conservative measures 
would correct most of the prevalent abuses 
in life insurance. Only if they should fail 
to do so would more radical action be justi- 
fiable. No restrictions should be imposed 
which experience shall not have fully dem- 
onstrated are needed for the protection of 
the rights of policy holders. 

The representatives of the risk companies 
vigorously opposed the recommendation 
which the conference finally adopted in ret 
erence to deferred dividends, but a large 
majority of disinterested students of the life 
insurance question will approve it. The de- 
ferred dividends system has been the most 
fruitful source of the waste and corruption 
which have disgraced the big and many of 
the smaller companies. Under this system 
the dividends earned by the policy holder’s 


| money, if he buys a participating policy, are 


not paid to him or accounted for until the 
end of the fifteen or twenty years which 
his policy has torun. If he dies meantime, 
or lets his policy lapse, he loses hie dividends 
entirely. In any case big cums are accumu- 
lated in the hands of the officials of the com- 
pany, which experience shows are likely to

The accusation: The cumbrous and dilatory methods of preliminary 
examination before a magistrate and next the indictment by the grand 
jury could well be abolished; they serve simply to give the accused delay 
after delay, during which he hopes the witnesses may innocently or 


otherwise disappear, and serve also to tire and discourage the prose- 


cutors, who often can ill afford the loss of time or the actual outlay. 
Simply an information by the state’s attorney should suffice to put the 
accused on trial. One of the greatest advantages herein would be that 
upon the discovery at the trial of a slight error in the information, cor- 
rection could immediately be made, or perhaps a new information be 
at once filed and proceed to trial. 

An indietment, however, cannot be amended, and often it is not 
practical to find instanter a new indictment; hence many of undoubted 
guilt here find a ready escape, while, on the other hand, the prosecutor, 
anxious to have the indictment conform to what by any possibility the 
evidence may prove to be, draws the same with such verbosity and in 
so many phrases that a recent indictment which accused the party of 
embezzling $27 would fill an entire page. 

The trial: Adhering as we do to the antiquated and now unneeded 
provisions that the accused shall not himself be called as a witness and 
that all witnesses must be personally present, the result follows that 
our large cities become the hotbeds for innumerable swindlers of the 
get rich quick variety. Bogus banks, fraudulent credit guides, fake 
financial and guarantee concerns, wildcat insurance companies, odious 
“ trusts,” and monopolies, all flourish under these former palladiums 
of liberty, which now, however, by our changed circumstances, are the 
shields of scoundrels of the meanest kind, making their operations ex-

On the other 
hand, though he and his lawyers may have done everything wrong, dis- 
honorable, and illegal and thereby have gained an acquittal, he goes 
free and cannot by grant of new trial or reversal on appeal, or by new 
indictment, be again put to trial. This seems like rewarding the evil 
doer, while imposing on those who are acting properly.

while mind may thus exist alone or in some unknown combination, out- 
side the infinite though incalculable universe, yet within known bounds 
there is always a psycho-physical parallelism and realism, the explana- 
tion of everything by mind or matter, but neither alone is the only 
hypothesis that exists for all present conditions. 

In its essence the psychical factor in each one of us may well be 
assumed to be akin to the omnipresent, supreme mind—a particular 
entity thereof, so to speak. It has unquestionably some power of choice, 
though its independent action seems limited, like that of a player by his 
instrument or like the movements of the epicycle by the general sweep 
of the Ptolemaic orbit. Rightly, too, as theology may hold it to be 
ultimately destined after trial always to choose in harmony with the 
supreme. Still, at present it is heir to a material inheritance which it 
cannot alter, open to physical influences which it may not control, and 
operative through physical channels, And yet it initiates change, modi- 
fies function and environment, regulates organs, is a final court of 
appeal in many systematic disturbances, and plays a fundamental part 
in disease—structural] as well as functional, physical as well as psychical. 


The systematic utilization of this psychical factor in the maintenance 


of health and in the cure of disease constitutes mental therapeutics. 
Even proverbially contentment is great gain. We laugh and grow fat, 
joy stimulates, fear depresses, worry disturbs, and fright acts like a 
shock. And of necessity the physician himself and his hygienic, dietetic, 


lies among the’poor "as if the size of poor families could be influenced 
by President Roosevelt or by anybody else! But the most painful pro- 
posal was that of a lady sociologist who thought it would be a good 
thing to“ kill the children of the slums.” 

All proposals of this kind are perfectly impossible. They are 
about as practicable. Where, in fact, are we to find the men who 
will do the killing? It is all well enough to hold that it would be a 
good thing were thousands of babies, helplessly sick, and insane per- 
sons killed every day, but where will we find volunteers for the work 
Who is to designate the individuals to be “ put out of the 
way”? Whose verdict will be final as to the incurability of the in- 
sane, the hopelessly vicious, and the hopelessly diseased child? 
Who could frame a law answering these questions to the sgatis- 
faction of the people, and what public official would be willing to earn 
his bread by killing his fellow men as animals are killed 
shambles? 

Reformers who urge such crude methods of social purification, I 
often think, are themselves “ degenerates,” They are to be classified with 
the very persons whom they would remove. They may be well inten- 
tioned or may think they are, but to the vast majority of normally sym- 
pathetic persons they are frightful monstrosities. 

Another type of reformer we hear much from is the person who 
advocates “ medical examination before permission to marry is grant- 
ed. This kind of philosophy is so mildly inane as to be harmless. Those

and medicinal assistants always exercise some psychical, over and 
above the necessary physical, influence. But these ordinary sporadic 
and almost automatic attempts do not deserve the name of mental 
therapentics or place this line of treatment in the unique position to 
which it is rightly entitled. To do this we have to make it our aim 
systematically to arouse in our patient all the powers of auto-suggestion. 
This demands a mixture of insight, knowledge, and confidence, but no 
special supernatural powers. We have to seize the psychological mo- 
ment to employ the most appropriate suggestion, and to apply it in the 
aptest manner. And the best procedure is both personal and natural. 
We secure the patient’s confidence by making him believe that we 
understand his case, that we sympathize with him, and that we can 
and will do the best for him. If, therefrom, he can create—as he fre- 
quently can—the certainty of a cure, cure if possible, is at hand. HBvery- 
thing else—environment and attendants—are also to be then utilized 
to convey not only their ordinary physical cargo but the special thera- 
peutic suggestions which are often of much greater importance and which 
sometimes may deserve to be called specific. 

To give a few illustrations out of many within my own recent experi- 
ence, I may mention the cases of a young woman treated for three 
months for chorea, yet cured by one application of the faradic brush; 
of a girl confined to bed for nine months and about to be operated upon 
for tumor of the brain, yet walking about well within a fortnight; of a

who advocate it, like the child killers, imagine that a law of that kind 
could be enforced by some mysterious power, 
“ ought to be done and that that ought” to be done, but they never 
point out who is to do it. What legislature, for example, would pass a 
law forbidding marriage except after medical examination, and who will 
appoint the physicians who are to make the examinations? Who shall 
pass upon the qualifications of the doctors in question, and whet shall 
be the last court of a4ppeal-—for doctors are notably given to disagreement 
in matters of fine diagnoses? The difficulties of good diagnoses are better 
known to physicians than to anybody else. Finally, how is the law to be 
enforced? The purpose of the law.would be to prevent not legal or 
formal marriage but actual marriage, and no law under the sun could 
prevent that. 

Alas, no! The cure for the propagation of diseased and criminal! 
human beings lies far afleld from mere murder and empty statutes. It 
lies in a state of society from which poverty shall have been banished; 
in which there shall be no slums; in which children and women will not 
be required to labor for their bread; in which every man who is willing 
to work will be compensated with a wage which shall enable him to live 
like a man rather than like a brute; in which all children will be edu- 
cated as are the children of the well to do classes now. 

General education, with wealth under it, is the only conceivable 
cure for the slums and the social products of the slums. The moral 
code which would issue from such a system would, in a few generations, 


o Rot Expect Success Too Soon. 


ROCK upon which so many young men founder 
for life, or on which they stick more or less 
hopelessly for varying periods, is the expecta- 
tion of immediate récognition of their best ef- 
forts.

N a recently published brochure, a compendium 
of clever sayings About Men, Women, and 
Fools,” the third in the list of epigrams is this: 

“It is not a disgrace for a woman to ask & 
man to marry her; it is idiocy.” 

Never was truer word written. It is the 
unwritten law of nature, the convention of 
society, that a mati may choose (ip the sense 
of asking), while a woman must wait to be 
chosen.” And not alone with humanity does this 
law prevail; in all animal life, with few excep- 
tions, and they among the lowest orders, the 
male pursues, the female at least makes believe 
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especially meritorious services lapse naturally into a niche of quiet 
confidence. A certain department head may seem to be lost to all 
recognition of any kind simply because the employers have grown to 
regard his department as one requiring no supervision. And to the 
extent that his department work is left to himself without question, 
the department manager as easily may seem to forget the individual 
services of his men which have left him so free of espionage and su- 
pervision. 

In this manner, taking men of the ripest experience in business 
routine or in even every day initiative, the seeming fact of callousness 
to individual endeavor is inevitable. In those few places in the world's 
work where some genius in big things takes some new initiative that 
brings new successes, recognition is sure and certain; so sure and cer- 
tain that the recognition may be counted upon as going too far, finally 
to react to the undoing of all that may have been done with such ac- 
claim. 

But these things are the way of the world. Where the one man by 
a stroke of fortune discovers how the work of a thousand men may be 
done in a day, recognition is swift and sure; but where one earnest 
worker in a thousand days does the work of 2,000 men who have gone 
before, he should maintain his soul in patience if not a word has been 
said to him or of him. ° 

The man of experience with the ways of business knows this, The 
young man, filled with ambitions and with the vigor and buoyancy of 
youth, chafes at the condition. As a college man, perhaps a leader of 
his fellows, his primary ego is in its flush. The “I” and my of 
his speech are louder than they will be five or ten years later. Inev- 


itably he has overestimated himself in the scheme of things. Graduate 
of a school of suggestion, he has entered a freshman in the harder 
school of practical experience. He may expect the hazing process 
in this latest school. Oddly enough, however, there have been few to 
tell him of the condition. 7 

If the faculty members of a school of education have found it im- 
possible to lend recognition to the precocious freshman—if even the 
student body has found the type tolerable only after the hardest of 
hazing ordeals—shall the freshman of the business world look for an 
instant recognition? 

The cool, level headed man of business must be level headed also 
in the matter of his sentiments. If he shall have come up through the 
ordeals of experience to the estate of an employer of men, he will have 
a perspective and a historical knowledge of values which only years 
of experience will bring to any one. Coming down to a basis of cold 
fact, the proposition might be put to an old business man that in his 
establishment is a young man who, out of a sudden brilliant oppor- 
tunity, has accomplished a business wonder. 

But to this cool, leve] headed man at once comes the question, 
„What is the proper recognition of this particular serviee of this 
particular young man?’ 

It is not an easy question for any man. It is not to be the recog- 
nition of a day, to be dismissed as would be the chance gift to a local 
charity. Before recognition in the circumstances can be claimed or 
considered, it must be with full regard for the existence of the employer 
and the prospects of the house. When these are recognized, the fur- 
ther relation of the rewarded servitor to the employer and to the

In conclusion, the appeal or any method of review should be prompt 
and decisive. The antiquated nonsense of “terms” of court should be 
abolished. The Appellate courts should not, as now, when entering 
on the March term, require all matters coming in after the first day 
of that term to be cognizable only to the ober term following, nor 
should the court similarily play leap frog with its cases from 
early in June into October. Certainly for criminal causes, at least the 
most important ones, these courts should be always in session, nor 
should any prolix “record” be required or any delay tolerated: 
the criminal cases should have precedence. There is not a 
criminal case of minor or major importance 
passing through our courts which cannot be fully, 
fairly, and justly submitted and decided in the 
court of last resort within fourteen days of the 
date of the conviction, if the modern, practical, 
and sensible methods in use elsewhere were 
adopted in Inlinois.

Beit Scores in South Africa. 
When in 1870 reports came te Europe of 
diamond mines that were found in Kimber- 
ley, Alfred Beit was a well educated young 
German, the son of a rich Hamburg mer- 
cham, who wes éestined to go into the office 
and inherit a comfortable income. Trade 
with the south African towns became so 


brisk that the frm felt justified in sending an 


agent to look over the field. There was 
found a city of madmen, chaos as far as law 
was concerned, and the report was that the 
field was one which required the health and 
courage and activity of youth. The result 
was that young Alfred Beit, then 22, found 
himself with credit, Arms, and letters of in- 
trodpotion, and the paternal blessing trek- 
king across Cape Colony. There were no laws 
across Cape Colony. There were no laws 
and competition already was nearly ruined. 
There was illicit diamond buying, losses from 
thefts, and altogether conditions which he 
saw meant too much of a good thing even in 
diamonds. 

Beit was naturally methodical, orderly, 
and cool headed, and then and there he un- 
dertook the work usually attributed to Cecil 
Rhodes. He did the first combining and sys- 
tematizing of the diamond buying industry. 
He began the quiet buying up of scattered 
and conflicting claims, with the result of the 
De Beers mine, which is a model of its kind, 
and which has for years paid 20 per cent 
dividends on its stock, and which is capital- 
ized at $40,000,000. Then came the gold dis- 
coveries, of which Beit also was first to see 
the possibilities, He conceived the idea of 
working them on scientific plans fof vast 
production, and to this end engaged Amer- 
ican engineers, paying them what they 
asked in the way of salaries up to $50,000 
and $100,000 a year. Rhodes camealong and 
became the chief figure in the public eye, but 
always there was the firm of Werhner Beit 
& Co. working for a profit ‘which almost was 
beyond computation,

Stillman Fought Way Upward.

“ Sure—and I wish I didn’t,” I said, sadly. 

Well, you Are the first cashier In Chicago 
that hae admitted to me that he ever did.“ he 
said, smiling a foot wide and reaching under 
the railing to shake hands on It. 

In my especial work, which involves only 
the taking in of money it small amounts 
witn frequent odd cents in the sums, I have 
found that persons at the window are much 
more likely tp walk away leaving bills jn 
the window than they are to leave a few 
cents there. If 2 cents are coming to a man 
or woman out of half a dollar there is not 
one chance in a thousand that the person 
will walk away and leaveit. If the change 
be $2 even, a dozen persons in 1,000 are likely 
to be called back to take their charge. 

* * 
Errors Run in Groups. 

These errors of the people are made outside 
the cage every day. Inside I have discov- 
ered that my errors are likely to run in 
groups. There are times when for three 
months my cash will balance every night 
with my slips. Then it may be that I'll run 
short $16 to $20 inside of three weeks, I-can't 
explain the phenomenon—I only know it 
ig #0. 

In the game way counterfeits. and mu- 
tilated coins come in procession for a day, a 
week, a month—then they are gone. perhaps 
not to bob up again noticeably for six months 
or a year. Handling $250.000 a year at my 
cage, my shortages may run from $50 to $100 
My employers concede as much as 
this, considering the character of the work 
and the necessities of the changemaking 
with all kinds of people in all kinds of hur- 
ries and all degrees of stupidity. This be- 
comés necessary, also, for the reason of 
calling back the patron whenever his own 


mistake is discovered, 

In the banking house 
among the tellers one 
mistake may right anotlier until the min- 
imum of shortage is left at the end of the six 
months’ period of accounting: A teller who 
is behind §50 or $75 in six months may have 
the shortage restored to bim by the bank, but 
in these months he will have been carrying 
the record of his errors as they have accum- 
ulated from day to day. and they will be un- 
pleasant reminders of his Imaccuracles a$ 
mere inaccuracies, To have paid out $1 too 
much is an error which as easily might have 
been a $100 bill too much. It doesn't look good 
to a bank official at the end of the six fhonths 
period. 

In the aggregate a big bank’s loss from its 
tellers is not great, for the primary reason 
that one error is likely to balance another, 
even in the cash windows. Again, there are 
so many occasions where the teller in the 
effort to keep his record will make good the 
petty mistakes of a day in his cash. There 
are many men who would pay a dollar out 
of a day's salary rather than chalk an error 
to their discredit. 

In some of the great banking institutions » 
sum—perhaps $250 a year—is set aside to 
the credit of the teller as sufficient to cover 
all his shortages and beyond which the bank 
will not go in restoring his accounts, At the 
end of the year whatever of this sum remains 
to the teller he is allowed to keep as an appro- 
ciation of his services.

Strain Often Overwhelms Men. 

Always the man who handles another 
man's money as cashier or teller is in a 
trying position, To be over careful may be 
worse for him than to be at his ease in every 
transaction. There are types of nervous 
men who in handling large sums never get 
away from the fear of shortages. . One of 
these, who may have paid out 50,000 Bills 
of denominations under $10 without feeling 
a sense of his responsibility, may go td 
pieces under a run of payments where the 
bills are of denominations from §60 to $500 
and $1,000 each. '

the bank. At the moment he fell a man in 
the adjoining window ran in, took the money

„There the line waited. There was not a 
hitch anywhere to all appearances, but that 
paying teller’s window was short a $10 bill 
that night. Who got the money Is a prob- 
lem still, though it was carried to the end 
of the aceounting period as @ loss for the 
teller. 

The paying teller behind his bars is not 
free of the suspicions of those whom he 
serves. He does not ask to be, either. He 
asks only a fair deal. Discredit has come 
to the werk of the teller in times past. as 
shown in ue old circus ticket wagons ¢4- 
pecially.

O go into a big manufacturing estad- 
Hshment and make the assertion that 
if the caller cannot find $10,000 werth 
of property more than the last inven- 
tory of the concern showed, the work 
of the proposed appraisal will be done free, 
is something to startle managers and pro- 


prietors. 

But te go into a man's own residence and 
tell him that in all probability he does not 
know the value of the contents of his own 
dining room by at least 40 per cent of its 
actual werth is something te suggest his 
calling for the nearest policeman. 

Yet every day these facts are proved by ex- 
pert men, organized for the purpose of find- 
ing money for these who have forgotten 
what they have, or who have come into prop- 
erty and articies of virtu without recognizing 
the ways and means by which they came. in 
round figures there are 500,000 factories in 
the United States. The expert appraiser, 
going through the factories of the country 
as they run, an average of 25 per 
cent more values in the plants than had deen 
scheduled by the factories’ own inventories. 
And the one original appraisal company of 
the country, averaging three factories a day, 
with a total of $150,000,000 appraised values 
a year, is adding a potential $37,500,000 to 


factory values alone, which, in the case of. 


fire, is receverabie. 

As an example of hew little a man knows 
of what he has, I went into the office of a man 
Going a small general office business in Mu- 
waukes. Something was said about the 
work of the appraisal company and he was 
disposed to question its work. I asked him 
if he knew what property he had in his office 
in case he should be burned out.

stenographers, and court reporters. 

The simple copying work which the type- 
writer may be set at in an insurance, real 
estate, or architect's office may not pay lib- 
erally at first, but with 1,600 or 1,700 such 
places in the city the girl who ie willing to 
do simple copying ought not to lack for a 
place as a starter, and she there has a chance 
to acquire a knowledge of business which 
may help her to a better position later. Some 
firms demand two years’ experience of a gir! 
in office. work before hiring her as a simple 
typewriter with a good salary-

she should be accurate and rapid. Some of 
‘the best houses in the city won't take a girl 
in for less than $7 or $8 a week, even as & 
typewriter.

“The most brazen attempt at mashing 
that ever came to my notice,” declared Mrs. 
Roger M. Bassett, a prominent mem- 
ber of the Chicago Woman's club, sev- 
eral days ago, ‘‘oecurred early this 
fall. A friend of mine, accompanied by 
her two daughters, was@walking to the 
Northwestern depot. It was late in the aft- 
ernoon, and all along State street the daugh- 
ters, who are exceedingly pretty, were sub- 
jected to the merciless glances of those hare- 
brained men. As they passed the Palmer 
house it was terrible the way the men looked 
at them. At the Sherman house the same 
scene was repeated. A girl does not have to 
give a man the slightest encouragement to 
be set upon by his impudent eyes.

Mrs. Catherine Shannon, one of the proba- 
tion officers of the Juvenile court, frankly 
expressed the belief that hundreds of young 
girle—mere school giris—are led from the 
strait and narrow path by mashers on 
State street and other business thorough- 
fares of the downtown district. 

I stood at the corner of Adams and State 
streets the other day and saw one girl after 
another followed and addressed by those 
detestable mashers, said Mrs. Shannon. “A 
young girl is romantic. If a good looking 
young fellow speaks to her she is flattered. 


MRS. JOHN B. SHERWOOD'S 
REBUKE T0 THE MASHERS. 


They do not seem to be able to 
tell a woman of their kind from 
the most refined. Any unaccom- 

panied woman is apt to be in- 
sulted in the streets of Chicago 
after twilight. Any good look- 
ing young woman is almost cer- 
tain to be ogled at any time of 
day that she may venture into 
the downtown streets. 


Mise Grace—Miss Elizabeth Grace—the 
most youthful of the probation officers and 
often described as the “ pretty ’’. probation 
officer—blushingly denied that she had any 
personal adventures to relate. 

„There is no question that in many cases 
the first seeds of waywardness in young girls 
are sown on State street,“ said Miss Grace. 
I have had girls paroled to me who have 
said they would never have gone wrong had 
they not been attracted by some strange ad- 
mirer, met upon the street. Every young 
girl is susceptible to flattery and admiration, 
and these are the weapons the mashefs use. 
With every masher in Chicago dumped into 
the lake three miles from shore hundreds of 
souls would be saved in Chicago every year.”’

Young Girls Unsafe on Streets. 


Mrs. Gertrude Petacci, who is the court’s 
probation officer for the district of Engle- 
wood, declared strongly that she never would 
have been called;upon to bring half of the 
girls under her wing into the Juvenile court 
had it not been for the Sixty-third street 
mashers. 

They stand on every corner and stroll 
along every cross street,“ declared Mrs. 
Petacei. They ogle every pretty girl that 
passes. The Englewood mashers are as 
bad as any in the city. In the summer time 
it is unsafe for a young woman to walk 
along Sixty-third street unaccompanied.”’ 

Miss Rose Poull also expressed the belief 
that the waywardness of many of the girls 
brought into the Juvenile court finds its 
origin in the thoughtless response to the 
masher’s admiring glance. 

In my district there are mashers by the 
score, she declared. Women friends of 
mine say that they cannot walk along Gar- 
fle. u, Center, or Fullerton avenues after 


dark without being accosted. In the day- 


time young fellows idle about the corner 
drug stores and ogle every good looking 
woman who passes.” 

Mrs. C. H. Bailey declared it has come 
to her personal knowledge that a large num- 
ber of young girls have been mashed ” 
and induced to accompany the mashers to 
the candy stores kept by: Greeks, which re 
sorts recently were subjected, to a series of 
raids by Chief of Police Collins. 

Miss Caroline Blinn, a resident of the 
university of Chicago settlement and also 
a probation officer, declared that it cannot 
be doubted that young girls who go shopping 
in the downtown districta are subjected to 
a merciless ordeal at the hands of the mash- 
ers. She said:

Favors Public Whipping Post. 


“A public whipping post would be my 
remedy,’’ declared Mrs. James Frake, pres- 


ident of the IIlinois Federation of Women's 


Clubs, with no uncertain emphasis, when 
asked what she would suggest as a cure for 
tne mashing evil. I can think of no better 
way of punishing them. The masher is the. 
creation of his vanity. It would take a 
little wind out of his sails to be tied to a 
post and flogged before a large gathering 
of Chicagoans. It might possibly have the 
effect of dampening his ardor. The ques- 
tion, ‘ What shall be done with our mash- 
ers?’ is a serious one at the present time. 
Chicago literally is infested with them. At 
no time in my memory have the streets of 
Chicago been so unsafe as now. The situa- 
tion positively is serious. The masher and 
the murderer of Mrs. Hollister belong to 
the same species. It is positively dangerous 
for a woman to go on the streets nowadays. 
I\ recommend the whipping post. 

If women are compelled to go out alone 
after dark I would suggest that they carry 
revolvers,”’ declared Mrs. Walter G. Nelson. 
“The revolver should solve the problem of 
dealing with the meer dark masher. In 
tne daytime I would advise women to hand 
mashers over to the police. I would urge 
them to prosecute them vigorously after they 
have been arrested. It is not disgraceful, it 
is only being a woman, to go into court on 
such an errand.”

Thinks Fail the Place for Them. 
gend them to jail for thirty days and put 
them at hard labor, urged Mrs. Sadie T.

“The best thing would be to shut them up 
in jall, declared Mrs. Charles M. Henrotin. 
“It is a pity they cannot be locked up for 
an indefinite period. It is becoming neces- 
gary that something should be done. Pub- 
lie opinion should first be stirred up. After 
this has been done, a positive remedy. will 
be found. The mashers present a special 
danger to young girls. It is a terrible prob- 
lem—how to surround young girls with safe- 
guards so that they may go along the streets 
unmolested. It seems to me that the em- 
ployeré of young gifle have a certain re- 


sponsibility. We must not forget that the 
working girl is just as often the object of 
the ogling as the society girl. When they 
come pouring out of the downtown stores at 
the noon hour, laughing and talking, there 
is nobody there to look after them. It seems 
to me that each store could provide a fore- 
woman to look after the girls at the noon 
hour. At least, she could see that they were 
looked after. Some one who is in the store 
should be employed for this work, some one 
familiar with the giris' names, their faces, 
and their proclivities. They should not be 
permitted to run out into the street in a dan- 
gerous neighborhood—around State and Vaa 
Buren and State and Congress. Several po- 
licemen might be put on guard at the noon

Is Criminal Center of City. 

It ntly has been said that the north side 
has Become the real criminal center of Chi- 
cago. Numerous horrible crimes committed 
there in the last few weeks and months are 
cited to prove this assertion. It also has 
been said that Inspector Lavin was trans- 
ferred to the Chicago avenue station in order 
that a strenuous campaign could be made 
against the imcreasing criminal tendencies 
in that district. 

The baleful influence of the numerous 
holdups and\ crimes which have been com- 
mitted near the north end of the Clark street 
bridge is probably responsible in part for 
the murders which have aroused the citizens 
of Chicago. For some time the holdup men 
prospered to such an extent around the 
bridge district that they began to reach out 
to other fields on the north side. 

Around the bridge of holdups the at- 
mosphere is that which breeds highwaymen. 
Within a radius of four and five blocks of 
the north side of the bridge many low and 
dirty dives line the streets, offering sheiter 
to the criminal that he could not get else- 
where. Blind alleys, trap doors, and other 
criminal contrivances are securely hidden 
from the casual observer, but they are there 
Just the same. The unwary stranger who 
ventures Into this labyrinth of crime is for- 
tunate if he escapes with his life. It is by 
no means certain that he will escape with 
any of his property.

Hard luck cost the Pennsylvania railroad 
considerable money last week.

The understanding ts that Mise «Driscoll 
capitalised her play and at a heavy outlay, 
for no stage mounting this season has been 
‘more carefully correct regardless of cost. 
Yet “ Mexicana, with all ite originality of 
scheme, has been conventionalized damag- 
ingly. Robert B. Smith, one of those Smiths 
who grind out extravagangas by turning the 
crank of a machine, bas written into Miss 
Driscoll's libretto a Wall street speculator, 
who goes to Mexico to look after a mining 
project, loses his last dollar in it, fw forced 
to impersonate a bandit leader of an in- 
surrection, and has the same kinds of ill 
luck that have befallen American comedians 
in foreign countries ever since Francis WII- 
son, James T. Powers, Frank Daniels, and 
Jefferson De Angelis began to make audi- 
evees laugh. In this case Thomas G. Sea- 
prooke is the misadventurer, the only char- 
acter in the play not native Mexican, and 
all the more incongruous because he jokes 
about New York affairs in the broad brogue 
of an Irishmen wearing Donegal Wwhiskers 
Raymond Hubbell has made the music with 
‘a slight regard for the Mexican nature of 
the subject, and most of the tunes, like the 
verses, are native here (in the Tenderloin),

Scalper Busy; 
How He Does It. 


‘Shortly before the curtains rise in the sev- 
eral important downtown theaters the hotel 
scalpers are busy in settling up r accounts 
for the day. It is a briefo on. Thereis 
merely the counting up of tickets on hand and 
the cash taken in; and then comies the really 
significant step of returning the unused tick- 
ets to the theaters which issues them. 

The two men known as the most prominent 
‘ scalpers in the city are Harry N. Water- 
fall, who has stands in the Palmer house, the 
Sherman house, and the Wellington hotel, 
and Robert Bagley, who has his stand in 
Schermerhorn’s cigar gore in the Inter Ocean 
putiding. While the latter agent has a res- 
ular patronage and is able, by keeping them 
informed of the tickets he has on hand, to doa 
steady afternoon business, closing before 7 
o’cléck, Waterfall depends more upon 4 
transient trade aud makes his accounting 
later in the evening. 

— 


The truth, far from the ar conception, 
is that the seal work in codperation with 
the theaters. e unde of the mes- 
sengers and the other employés of the stands 
is that of the half dollar premium charged 
for each ticket, one-half went to the broker 
and one-half to some one on the managing 
staff of the theater. The scalpers stand no 
risk of josing money by buying a large num- 
her of’ tickets as soon as the sale opens. 
Those remaining in their hands are “ made 
good.“ 

And further, the fact that the scalpers are 
given the preference in the early sale of seats 
is evidenced by the fact that while at the box 
offices of several theaters but mediocre seats 
are for sale the scalpers are able to offer 
tiskets for the front of the parquet. The 
other night Waterfall himself stated that he 
would sell four tickets for next Saturday 
évening’s performance at the Majestic that 
were down in the sixth row. At the box office 
nothing better than the twentieth row could 
be secured, although the week's sale had 


scarcely begun.

While 
complaints are made daily that good seats 
are not to be found within a few hours after 
they have been placed om sale, managers 
throughout the city quietly wink at the gale 
of large bunches of tickets to the scalpers.

That the oldest people in the world lived in the 
ancient Iowa territory is backed by more than this 
oldest pettery extant. David Dale Owen’s determina- 
tions of the fossils in the bad lands led him to declare 
that the North Americag continent is the oldest portion 
of the present earth's surface.

25 an essential part of the betrothal or the 
f 0 N 4 0} nuptial ceremony, since marriage has be- 
come a civil contract, presentation of them 
is nothing more or less than a survival of 
the ancient purchase price of the bride. This is one inter- 
esting fact which George E. Howard of the University of 
Chicago has unearthed in his study of the development 
of matrimonial institutions. 

In its evolution marriage has, it seems, in one import- 
ant respect, moved in a circle. Today among peoples of 
highest culture, as among those races who stood upon the 
threshold of what was distinctly human history, betrothal 
is a mutual agreement between. bride and bridegroom, 
and not a compact between families. It is further to be 
noted that the stages of progress through which marriage 
has passed coincide with the successive stages of woman's 
advancement as an economic and sociai factor. 

Wife-stealing, especially the systematic capture of 
women, and marriage by purchase, matrimonial customs 
common in the barbaric past, show both sociological and 
mental progress over primitfve conditions, for they imply 
advanced ideas of property and social organization, and 
an appreciation of the ecgnomic value of woman's ser- 
vicés. As women grew higher in man’s estgem, however, 
such practices were seen in their truc light, as an offense 
against woman's dignity and finer feelings. Therefore 
they fell into disrepute, although traces of them have sur- 
vived to the present day as an intrinsic part of the mar- 
riage ceremonials of different lands. Wife- purchase was 
peculiarly significant, since out of it grew the marriage 
contract, the dowry, and some of «he most important sym- 
_bols of our marriage service, such as the giving of the

Marriage by Service Popular. 


The custom of giving a compensation for the bride has 
existéd among a vast number of peoples in various stages 
of progress. The marriage by service, in which the bride- 
groom earned the bride by serving her father, as is often 
recounted in Jewish tradition, was one method widely in 
favor among the primitive peoples of the earth. And 
this, according to Spencer, was one cause of improvement 
in the treatment of women, and it is to be looked upon as 
a higher form of marriage which developed along with the 
industrial type of society. Obviously, ran his argument, 
a wife long labored for was likely to be more highly valued 
than one either stolen ar bought. . | 

But the usual way of buying a bride was the giving in 
exchange property which was theoretically an equivalent 
of the economic loss which her family suffered through 
her leaving them. Sometimes the price was agreed upon 
by the interested parties; sometimes it was established 
by custom or sumptuary law. In the first case the amount 
varied according to the woman's rank, beauty, health, 
and talents. The wife market fiuctuated with the eco: 
nomic conditions of the times, going up when times were 
good or women scarce, and going down proportionately in 
poor years or when there was an excess of women. As

him the phrases of the old ritual, which was fading from 
the memory of the common people. It was the place 
of this personage that the priest later assumed.

Symbols of Purchase Dropped. 

Tuo modifications of the ceremonial ensued with the 
diminution of parental power. Symbols of authority— 
the sword, hat, or mantle—were no longer used as the 
sign of a legal transfer of the bride for price paid, and in 
its place prevailed a simple declaration of union, which ' 
survives in our own services in the responses, “I do,” 
Tes,“ or I will.“ Also it became customary for the 
friend who officiated to give the bridegroom to the bride 
as well as the bride to the bridegroom—naturally, for was 
he not in exactly the same position toward both, having 
authority over neither? 

Now the church stepped in and assumed the right of 
the ceremonial. The parties no longer simply “ marry 
themselves by repeating after a third person the solemn 
words of the nuptial vow, but the’ priest formally gave 
the woman to the man. Now we come to what is the 


beginning of the modern history of the marriage bond, ¢ 
wherein the relationship gains a new economic signifi- a 


cance. 

It was in the fifteenth century that marriage was 
ordained one of the seven sacraments of the church, first. 
by the council of Florence, in 1439, and later by the council

The church had carly realized the necessity of giving 5 
a marriage the greatest possible publicity to insure against ~~ 


its abuse and the evils of clandestine wedlock. As early 
as the fifth century it-sought in France to bring this about 
by’the publication of bans, or the public announcement 
of a projected wedding on three successive Sundays pre- 


ceding the nuptials, in order that chance might be given 


for objections on the ground of relationship or any other 
hindrance. This institution of bans is important his- 


torically, for it was the medieval substitute for regis- 8 Ey
